Tucson, May 21.— Geo. Schrieber, of 
San Francisco, just arrived from the 
gold fields of Lower California, con- 
firms all reports of the richness and ex- 
tent of the placer.

The gold is of very coarse form and 
quality. Parties are returmng to 
Guaymas daily with a large quantity of 
gold. Pack animals command 
very high prices at Mulege, across the 
Gulf from Guaymas and seventy miles 
south of the placers. Water is scarce in 
the district, except for drinking pur- 
poses. Dry washers will have to be 
used. Every vessel and sail-boat at 
Guaymas is pressed intd service, and in 
all cases are loaded down with passen- 
gers and provisions. Governor Lopaz 
is requested to send soldiers to protect 
foreigners and preserve peace in the 
district. 


FAST FREIGHTS.

the direction of its powerful organiza- 
tion, the greatest efforts will be made to 
bring by its two routes the largest number 
ut the cheapest-rates possible. » The 
freight that left New York on the 5th 
instant, via New Orleans, was ready for 
delivery to-day noon. The Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company promises to 
keep this up. The train which came in 
to-day consisted of twenty-four cars. 
The time of freight by the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad in the past has averaged 
all the way from twenty-five to forty 
days. Steamers leave New York for 
New Orleans twice a week, and it is be- 
lieved that it will be soon necessary for 
them to dispatch a steamer daily. 


Senator Voorhees Shot. 

Satem, Ogn., May 21.—Hon. Jacob 
Voorhees, State Senator from this coun- 
ty, was shot at his residence near Wood- 
burn this afternoon, by one Reed Cab- 
non, a discharged employe, who pur- 
chased his revolver at Gervais with the 
evident intention of committing the 
deed. Two balls entered his head and 
one his body, and it is generally con- 
ceded the wounds will prove fatal. Par- 
ties are in search of the would-be mur- 
derer.

erville, last night, by a drunken Mexi- 
can. The shooting is said to be acci- 
dental.

A Murder by Abortionists. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 21.—Juhia 
Renchere, a beautiful young woman, 


native Californian voters, and largely at- 
tended by the different candidates 
anxious to secure political favor. Chilili 
was there and got gloriously drunk.

as Gard entered the hospital he re- 
cognized Serrano, and called him: by 
name, when the latter responded. Ser- 
rano was feigning Sickness, pretending to 
have liver complaint, and was evidently 
using this place as a hiding spot. Thus 
& murder which was a profound mystery 
has been solved. If Major Gard ** keeps 
up his lick’’ he will soon have a record as 
& criminal detective of which he may wel 
feel proud.

W. A. Smith, of Prescott, A. T., Fails 
to Get a Continuance, 
Yesterday morning the case of the Peo- 
ple vs. W. A. Smith came up before Judge 
J. 8. Morgan, of the Police Court The 


defendant was arrested by Major George 
Gard last Thursday on a request by 
telegraph from the District’ Attorney at 
Prescott, Arizona. Smith is charged with 
counterfeiting gold bullion. On Saturday 
he was brought before Judge V. E. How- 
ard, of the Superior Court, on a writ of 
habeas corpus. Messrs. Kingsbury & 
Denis appeared as counsel, and raised 
such points. that Judge Howard 
took the case under advisement.

for those who do a general saloon busi- 
ness the following order was adopted 
by the Board: ‘‘Every person who sells 
in this county spirituous liquors and 
malt or fermented liquors, or who sells 
spirituous liquors and wine,or who sells 
spirituous liquors, malt or fermented 
liquors and wine must obtain a license 
from the Collector at the rate of $25 per 
month, payable quarterly in advence.’’
